Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
disclose, teach or suggest, at least with regards to Claim 1, a method of forming bitline contacts 
including the steps of ^'depositing a silicon layer on the substrate between the conductor lines 
and non etched portions of the oxide layer'' and ''depositing metal over the silicon layer and on 
sides of non etched portions of the bitline layer to form left and right bitlines'\
